(1) Whitewash, it is well known, pass- 
i'S to n carbonate of lime i n n few d'lys 
by absorbing carbonic ucld from thoivlr, 
mid being soluble to n certain extent in 
water, Is soon washed oft when exposed 
to tlio rains. To prevent this a wash 
prepared as follows lasts much longer: 
To half a bushel of good lime add enough 
water to slack and bo iibout tho consis- 
tence of thick syrup, and while hot udd 
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from seed, lX)lonRinK to the cliiss of full, 
aw pUiits. it is not often seen It, 0111 
(lower Hardens, probably bccausu it is 
so little known. It is so prolly thnl 
when once cultivated it will remain a 
permanent favorite. It js n slm;lel 
plant, srowa about two feet liiK|, and 
Las brnacl leaves of a purplish mulbeiry 
color with a bronzy tinge. 


The seeils of the Amarauthus ami l'0 


rilla should be sown 113 soon aa tho se.i- 
s«n \vill allow. When the plants are 
about three inches hish take them up 
carefully, disturbing the soil about fie 
rootlets HS little as possible, transplant 
at Je,!s>. a foot apart, and await the re- 
sult.

a half gallon of linseed oil uml stir well. 
To this mixture mid half u pound of 
common glue, dissolved in a gallon of 
boiling water. After letting It maud u 
few hours, thin with water to tho pioper 
consistence for applying ami it Is rwidy 
for use. Some parties recommend the 
addition or salt nnd olhcis sulphate of 
/.inc. but I cannot see any plausible the- 
ory to satisfy me tlmt there is any ad- 
vantage in their use. With the li,ia,,0d 
oil in, insoluble soap is foi mod (oleato of 
lime) and Iho gluo forms an Insoluble 
cement which protects the lime from the 
dissolving inllmnico of the water. It is 
possible that tallow will answer tho samo 
purpose, as the reuniting compound 
would bo the same—oleate of lime-Hie 
glycorino of the fat being set free. (2) 
To every four quarts of slackened lime 
allow one-half pint of boiled glue, a lump 
of'Nlum about twice the slue of a hickory 
nut, and ono tablespoon fill of salt, wltl 
just sufficient bluing toglvoii pure whlti 
tint. (3) Slack limo In tho usual way 
mix n handful of Hour with cold watei 
taking euro not to have any lumps ; then 
pour on boiling water until It becomes 
liko common starch ; pour it, wlillo hot 
Into the slacked lime; add one pound of 
whiting and two ounces of powdered 
borux ; stlrrll well together lu u bucket 
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'Helmbold's Buchu"
